COMMENT OF THE DAY 


Independence For 


HE end of the year brings a new 
Stute into being. Libya becomes 

an independent kingdem. It is the 
latest stage in one of the most im- 
portant and significant developments 
of the present phase of world history. 
In retrospect the achievement of na- 
tional independence by the countries of 
the Middle East and of Southern Asia 
will appear more important than the 
loss of their independence by the coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe. Because the 
one Will, almost certainly be permanent, 
the other, quite certainlv, transitory. 
Yet the magnitude of the change in 
the “Arab-Asian” countries is often 
overlooked outside the area itself. 
Thirty vears ago the whole vast region 
from Tripoli to the Celebes, with the 
exception of the Arabian peninsula, 
Persia. Afghanistan and Siam, was 
under the rule—either directly or in 
the guise of protectorates or of “‘man- 
dates’ — of European Powers. Today, 
with insignificant exceptions, all these 
countries sre either completely in- 
dependent or are in rapid evolution to 
independence. Northern Asia, though 
the Asian republics of the Soviet Union 
are in theory self-governing, is still in 
common practice governed from Mos- 
cow. But much of the South is in- 
dependent or on the verge of indepen- 
dence. It is a great historic change. 
Moreover it is. a change in which 
Britain has naturally and inevitably 
played a major part. Britain was 
(except for Russia) the greatest of 
the European imperial Powers in Asia. 
She ruled the Indian Empire, with a 
early 400 million. She 

first. World .War the

did not. But it was certain in the long 
run that a nation who believed in De- 
mocracy and in. self-government for 
its own people could not deny them for 
others which happened by historical 
necident to have come under its own 
rule. It was inevitable that Britain 
should set up organs of local self- 
government in India; and from the 
moment that was done the evolution 
to complete self-government was 4as- 
sured, not only for India, but for other 
Asian and African territories which 
were under, or might come under Bri- 
tish rule. The decision had in fact been 
made. It was recognised that the 
right to self-govern was not something 
reserved by nature for peoples of 
European stock. The process of evolu- 
tion has been at times a painful one. 
But the issue has never been in doubt. 
Libya is the last of the Arab countries 
to have come by the chance of war 
under British administrative control. 
Under the terms of the peace treaty 
the decision as to its future was to be 
made by the four great Powers, or 
failing them, agreement by the United 
Nations Assembly. When the question 
first came up for consideration at the 
Paris meeting of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers in April’ 1946, the late Mr 
Bevin at once urged that the two Italian 
colonies of Tripolitania and Cyrenaica 
should be given as soon as possible full 
independence as a united state of

Steel 


Production 


New York, Dec. 26. 

American steel furnaces 
poured an average of 200 tons 
of ingots every minute of 1951 
to produce a record total for 
the year of 105 million tons, Mr 
Walter Tower, President of the 
American [ren and Steel In- 
stitute, Said today. 

In a year-end statement, he 
added that the American capa- 
city was expected to rise to 120 
million tons sometime in 1953. 

The past production — this 
year, he sald, was several 
times the amount needed for 
the defence mobilisation pro- 
gramme, Most of the output 
was for uses normally regard- 
ed as part of the civilian 
economy. 

Mr Tower sald: “There can 
be no question about’dnough 
steel to meet defence’ needs 

forcecast, as well as 


eupable.” “ 

Steel making furnaces 
operated at an average slightly 
over 100 per cent of the rated 
capacity, a performance never 
before duplicated, he said. 

But output did not yleld 
aggregate profits in proportion 
to the increased volume of busi- 
ness, he pointed out. Because 
of sharply higher income taxes, 
the combined net income of 
steel companies, accounting for 
75 per cent of the wtal ship- 
mextts of finished steel; declined 
21 per cent in the first nine 
months of 1951 compared with 
the corresponding part of 1950, 
M: Tower added,—Reuter.
